St. Paul, Dec. 5 (/P)—Upward 
of 35 persons perished during the 
seasonal big game hunt just 
closed in three north central 
states, Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Michigan but game authorities 
today said the toll not surpris­ 
ingly high considering the num­ 
ber of nimrodk participating. 
In the three states, at least 
150,000 men and women tramped 
the woods in pursuit of deer and 
the total kill, based on prelimin­ 
ary estimates, apparently aggre­ 
gated 75,000 animals. 
The number of hunters was 
apportioned equally among the 
three states and the deaths 
likewise were almost evenly dis­ 
tributed with the statistics giv­ 
ing, Wisconsin, 14; Michigan 10, 
and Minnesota 10. 
In Wisconsin, three of the 14 
died of heart attacks caused by 
exertions during the hunt and 
several not listed in the Minne­ 
sota and Michigan totals were 
stricken similarly. 
Predominating in the cause of 
fatalities was the factor of one 
hunter mistaking another for 
either a deer or bear. Accidental 
discharge of weapons was an­ 
other leading hazard.
